BRANDEIS BOLDLY CHALLENGES 
INTEGRITY OF PRESIDENT TAFT 


HARRISON REFERS TO 
GRAVITY OF CHARGES 
AS TO THE PRESIDENT 
AND SEC’Y BALLINGER 


WASHINGTON, D. C , May 13.— A charge of bad 
faith on the 
part of the president and Attorney General Wickersham was made to­ 
day by Representative Harrison of New York, in withdrawing his reso­ 
lution asking for the documents bearing on the Ballinger-Pinehot con­ 
troversy which the investigating committee declined to call for. 
Harrison's statement follows: 
“The attorney general has now admitted the truth of the charge 
that this report, with its ‘summaryand conclusions’ was written not on 
Sept. l l , 1909. the day of its date, but weeks later. 
This is one of 
the most serious admissions ever made by a cabinet officer. 
Not on­ 
ly is the* conservation of our national resources involved, 
but also the 
character and reputation of two public officials. 
“This confession of the attorney general amounts to a conclusion 
that the president and the attorney general had agreed 
to furnish to 
congress misleading information— to supply an official document as of 
o n e date which was really prepared many w-eeks later— 
a document 
calculated to have a serious, if not conclusive effect upon questions of 
the highest public importance. 
“The attorney general offers a startling tam e 
excuse; 
I doubt 
whether the country will receive it with even respectful consideration.”
